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Labor Supply For 1950-51 Season Is One | One 
Of Most Critical Problems Of Growers 


Farm labor supply fon the 1950- 
51 season is one of the most criti- 
cal problems facing the growers of 
Florida’s $100,000,000 crop of vege- 
tables and tropical fruits, accord- 
ing to LaMonte Graw, FFVA man- 
ager, in Orlando, today. 

“The farm labor supply for the 
1950-51 season appears uncertain 
at this point,” said Graw. “Much 
will depend on the number cf 
workers drawn into the armed ser- 
vices -and into war industries, as 
well as upon the possible curtail- 
ment of transportation facilities. 

“Although the labor supply. 
both domestic and supplementary, 
available to the Florida industry 
during the past season was gener- 
ally adequate, in spite of a 6 per- 
cent increase in volume produced 
and shipped, it is too early to de- 
termine what amount of migra- 
tory labor might be diverted from 
agriculture by war activities. 

“Recent efforts by the Florida 
Fruit and Vegetable Association 
to recruit domestic labor from oth- 
er states have developed the fact 
that anticipated excesses of farm 
labor in those states will probably 
not be available.” 

Hearings now” are being “held 
throughout the country before a 
commission appointed by the presi- 
dent to study migratory farin 
labor problems, and by a sub-com- 
mittee of the’ \House of Representa- 
tives. 

Graw said that it is not regard: į 
ed as probable that hearings wiil 
be held in Florida because testi- 
inary hearings of 
both groups Washington devel- 
oped the fact that these problems 
are more acute in other states. 

In commenting -on discussiona 
held recently in. Washington be- 
tween interested agencies and 
farm groups to determine whether 
or not the Federal govérnment 
should participate in recruitment 
and transportation of farm. work- 
ers as’ was done during the last 
war, Graw said, “FFVA has point- 
ed out to these groups that the 
farm labor associations whicn 
were organized to take over this 
program after the war have shown 
they could do a.more efficient job 
at less than ong-tenth of the cost 
of such a gove nt program.” 

Methods of coping with the an- 


` ticipated shortage of farm labor 


while fulfilling the responsibilities 
of ‘supplying the required volume 


of fresh vegetables and tropical} 


fruits to the nation’s markets will 
occupy a prominent part on the 
program at the annual convention 
of the Florida Fruit & .Vegetable 
Association, meeting this year in 
Miami Beach, October 4, 5, and 6, 
according to Graw. 

“The labor supply -picture and 
the application to agriculture of 
the Wage-Hour, Child Labor, and 
the new social security laws and 
other phases of the complex labor 
problem will be presented at the 
Annual Meeting”, said Graw.

ORLANDO—Florida producers 
of fruits and vegetables will review 
in close detail, at a meeting of the 


|Florida Fruit and Vegetable Asso- 


cition in Miami Beach, Oct. 4-5, 
both domestic and foreign compe- 
tition in their field, from data sup- 
plied by FFVA economists based 
on seveeral years’ figures, accord- 
ing to the association's manager, 
LaMonte Graw..While the situation 
aboard is highly uncertain, studies 
are being made with a possible 
shortage in refrigerator cars in 
mind, which naturally would throw 
a heavy responsibility on Florida 
growers to replenish short markets 
formerly supplied in part or in 
whole by Cuban and or Mexican 
exporters. 

Recommendations already made 
by FFVA officials, for increase, 


time, in case the national situa- 
tion does not ease. Recommended 
for increase are cantaloupes, caul- 
iflower, lettuce and strawberries. 
with decreases for snap beans, cah- 
bage, celery, cucumbers, eggplant. 
escarole, peppers, Irish potatoes, 
fall squash and watermelons. Lima 
beans, sweet. corn, green peas, 
winter and spring squash and to- 
matoes: were suggeste to follow 
the 1949 acreage. 

Whether or not wholesale revis- 
ions have to be made later in these 
recommendations, Graw points out 
a cheerful note in‘the fact that 
Production of most of these com- 


modities is already at or aboye 
World War II levels.

JACKSONVILLE — Floridians 
seem to be putting more faith in 
matrimopy as a way of life if 
figures compiled by the Florida 
State Board of Health Bureau of 
Vital Statistics are a reliable baro- 
meter of the romantic urge. 

For the first six months of this 
year, 13,623 couple elected to 
travel in double harness, as com- 
pared with 10,659 couples during 
the first six months of 1949, Ever- 

jett Williams, Vital Statistics Bu- 
reau chief, said today. 

“We can say,” he added, “that 
‘war fever’ is not responsible for 
this gratifying increase in marri- 
ages in Florida for the first siz 
months, since the Korean conflict 
did not begin until June 25 and 
consequently was little or no fact- 


or in the marridge market during _ 


the first half of 1950. 

“What. effect the Korean war 
will have on marriage cannot be 
predicted accurately, but we think 
it safe to assume that marriages 
Will follow the path set in toe 
years of World War II. ” 

War is a powerful stimulus to 
the urge to get married, Williams 
continued. In 1940, for instance, 
marriages totaled 32,709. The fig- 
ures climbed steadily during the 
carly war years to a peak of 53,- 


912 marriages performed in 1943, ” 


After that, a gradual decline set 
in, sinking to 21,510 marriages in 
1948, 

The year 1949 saw a slight re- 
versal of the downward trend, as 
22,039 couples were married. 

“With the pressure of the Ko- 
rean war exerting itself on young 
people, Williams continued, “we 
believe the upward trend will be 
continued. Marriages this year ar? 
already 31 per cent ahead of the 
similar six-month period in 1949,” 

June was the most popular mar- 
riage month so far this year, with 
2,934 couples being wde, as com- 
pared with 2,384 marriages for 
June, 1949, 

Total of marriages for other 
months, with 1950 figures given 
first, include: January, 1,693 and, 
1,577; February, 2,128 and 1,665; 
March, 2,240 and 1,684; April, 
2,488 and 1,880; May,’ 2,140 ang 
1, 469.

This Most Dangerous Year In History 


JACKSONVILLE—Persons_ us- 
ing Florida’s streets and highways 
seem determined to make this the 


“most dangerous year in history 


where motor vehicle accident fa- 
talities are concerned. 

A report from the Florida State 
Board of Health Bureau of Vital 
Statistics covering the first six 
months of 1950 which was released 
today shows a fifty two per cent 
increase in such accident deaths as 
compared with a similar period n 
1949. 

“If the present trend continues,” 
says Dr. Wilson T. Sowder, State 
Health Officer who maintains 
headquarters here, “more than a 
thousand men, women and children 
will lose their lives during this 
mid-century year from auotmobile 
and other motor vehicle accidents.” 

Data on auto accident fatalities, 
is accumulated by the State Board 
of Héalth as part of its task in pre- 
paring -vital statistics repdrts. 

During the first six months of 
1950, the consolidated report 
shows, there were 460 motor ve- 
hicle deaths recorded in Florida, 
as compared with 302 such mis- 
haps lin a similar period in 1949. 
The short month of February lei) 
the list, with 93 persons losing! 
their lives in this fashion, as com- 
pared with 53 in Februa 1949 
June was lowest with 63. com- 
pared with 39 fatalities for the 
same month in 1949. 

Accidents involving two or more 
motor vehicles accounted for the 
highest death toll; with 146 per- 
sons dying from this cause, as 
compared. with 87 persons killed 
this way in the first six months 
of 1949, On the other end of the 
scale, collisions of motor vehicles 
with animals or animal-drawn ve 
hicles claimed only three lives dur- 
ing th esix-months period. 

Other accident categories and 
the number of deaths, with the 
first-half 1950 totals coming first, 
in@lude: 

Pedestrain, 110 and 65; ruming 
off' roadway, 52 and 37; collision 
with fixed or unspecified object, 
13 and 19; collision with railway 
train, 32 and 13; overturning. in 
roddway, 31 and 23; non-traffic 
motor vehicle deaths, 14 (and 10; 
motorcycle accidents, 14 and 12; 
pedal cyclist, 14 and 5; other and 
unspecified motor ene acci- 
dents, 31 and'30.

Portable Radio 
For Power Company 


A new portable radio station, 
designed to “operate almost any- 
where", has been licensed by the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion and will be available for this 
area in emergencis, P. P. deMoya, 
manager for Florida Power & 
Light Company, announced yeatec- 
day. 

The new unit has a’ number of 
unusual features. Equipped with 
an electric generator driven by a 
gasoline engine, it can provide itz 
own electric power.
